ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1899. 


Februanj  15th,  1900. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  place  before  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1899. 

In  reviewing  the  year — the  spring  was  marked  by  an 
epidemic  of  Influenza,  which  was  very  prevalent  in  the 
district,  in  many  cases,  every  one  of  the  household  being 
laid  up.  I find  in  my  returns  no  deaths  certified  from 
Influenza  alone,  but  seeing  the  great  increase  of  deaths  from 
Bronchitis  over  last  year,  viz.,  eleven  against  three,  and  also 
Pneumonia,  five  against  one,  might  suggest  that  the 
Influenza  was  associated  with  complications. 

From  the  adjoining  Tables  you  will  note  a great  increase 
in  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases,  there  being  forty-seven 
cases  against  nineteen  cases  the  previous  year.  Twenty- 
eight  of  these  are  Scarlet  Fever,  and  occurred  at  The  Hill, 
Millom  Rural  District.  These  were  due  to  an  epidemic, 
which,  owing  to  the  great  difficulty  of  isolating  the  patients, 
was  some  time  before  it  could  be  stamped  out.  The 
insanitary  condition  of  The  Hill  has  been  brought  before 
your  notice  before,  and  much  has  been  done  to  try  and 
improve  it,  but  it  is  a difficult  problem  to  solve ; the 
majority  of  our  infectious  cases  occur  there.  In  most  of.  the 
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houses  it  is  simply  impossible  to  isolate  the  patients  from 
the  rest  of  the  household,  and,  in  mild  eases,  the  children 
are  allowed  to  intermix  with  each  other  far  too  soon.  Here 
I should  like  to  impress  upon  you  the  necessity  of  having  an 
Infectious  Hospital  so  as  to  contend  with  these  cases  which 
break  out  in  such  places  as  The  Hill.  Had  there  been  one, 
and  the  first  cases  removed  and  isolated,  no  doubt  it  would 
have  been  far  ea.sier  to  have  prevented  further  spread  of  the 
disease.  The  origin  could  not  be  accurately  traced,  possibly 
it  might  have  arisen  from  infection  brought  from  the  town  of 
Millom,  as  there  were  cases  there,  and  The  Hill  is  closely 
associated  with  the  town  in  many  and  various  ways.  The 
other  cases  were  of  a sporadic  nature. 

The  large  increase  of  infectious  cases  this  year  has, 
of  course,  made  a great  deal  of  work  for  our  Sanitary 
Inspector  as  regards  visiting  and  disinfecting  the  various 
premises,  and  I hope  it  will  be  some  time  before  he  has  so 
much  to  do  again. 

Whilst  speaking  of  disinfecting  premises,  I should  like 
to  urge  upon  the  District  Council  the  advisability  of  disin- 
fecting premises  where  persons  suffering  from  Phthisis  have 
resided  or  died,  as  thex'e  is  no  doubt  such  cases  are  infectious. 
Phthisis  should  be  notified. 

With  regard  to  the  Water  Supplies  mentioned  in  my 
last  year’s  Keport,  the  one  for  The  Green  has  been 
commenced,  and,  I trust,  will  soon  be  completed.  The  one 
for  Drigg  and  District  is  not  so  far  advanced,  one  or  two 
difiiculties  having  arisen,  but  when  these  are  surmounted, 
which  I hope  they  will  be  shortly,  the  scheme  should  pro- 
gress favourably. 
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Several  complaints  of  insanitary  conditions  existing  in 
the  district  have  been  made,  and  most  of  them  have  been 
remedied.  I am  sorry  to  say  that  the  insanitary  conditions 
of  the  Hill  Farm,  Holmrook,  are  almost  the  same  as  when 
first  brought  before  your  notice,  although  two  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  occurred  after  the  complaints  were  laid  before 
you. 

With  reference  to  the  Whitehaven  District  Council’s 
proposal  to  annex  the  portion  of  Seascale  in  the  Parish  of 
Drigg,  and  so  deprive  the  Bootle  District  Council  of  a very 
valuable  portion  of  their  property,  I would  impress  upon  the 
Council  to  strongly  oppose  such  a measure,  as  they  are 
quite  able  to  look  after  the  interests  of  that  part  of  Seascale 
and  to  do  whatever  is  required  for  its  benefit — quite  as  well 
as  the  Whitehaven  District  Council — and  further,  the  loss  of 
such  a valuable  piece  of  property  would  hinder  seriously  the 
Council  in  carrying  out  any  sanitary  improvements, 
especially  the  Water  Scheme,  so  urgently  needed  in  the 
Drigg  District,  and  now  under  consideration,  so  much  so, 
that  the  scheme  might  possibly  have  to  be  abandoned. 

Again  thanking  you  and  other  officials  for  the  aid  they 
have  rendered  to  me  in  discharge  of  my  duties.
